DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This is in response to the amendments filed 6/3/2008. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 -6 and 8-20 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. Regarding claim 1, the prior art of the record does not obviate or 
anticipate the applicants method of forming electronic compounds that are 
bonded together using a hydrocarbon polymer to adhere a contact with a 
bonding layer thereon to another contact wherein the contact has a bonding layer 
and the other surface has the hydrocarbon polymer which then is coated with 
some of the bonding layer. 

b. Regarding claim 1 1 , the prior art of the record does not obviate or 
anticipate the applicants method of forming a three dimensional stacked array 
wherein the compounds comprise a plurality of interface layers that are at least 
equal to the surface area of the stacked arrays at the interface and separate the 
electronic device form the hydrocarbon polymer. 

c. Regarding claim 18, the prior art of the record does not obviate or 
anticipate the applicants method of forming adhesions between first and second 
electronic compounds using cross linking hydrocarbon polymers and a surface of 
the first compound and coating the surface with a material from the group of

silicon oxides, nitrides, and oxinitrides, and then polishing the silicon layer to 
molecularly adhere the first and second compounds together.
